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Introduction 


e The contents of this booklet consist primarily of a listing of all 
offences under the Statutes and Regulations of Alberta having 
specified penalties prescribed under the Procedures Regulation 
(AR 63/2017, as amended). In addition, specified penalties are 
set out for offences under the Alberta Fishery Regulations, 1998 
pursuant to the Fisheries Act (Canada). Also included are 
offences under the Statutes and Regulations where the ticket 
issued requires a mandatory court appearance and no specified 
penalty option may be exercised. 


e The listing is intended to be used as a reference document only.

e The listing reflects amendments made by An Act to Modernize 
Enforcement of Provincial Offences (SA 2016, c. 11), which 
came into force on May 1, 2017. 


e Any offence occurring on or after May 1, 2017, for which a 


specified penalty of $1000 or less is prescribed must be 
charged using a Part 3 violation ticket (Offence Notice). 


e An exception to this requirement continues to be when an 


officer, in his or her discretion, determines it is in the 
public interest to issue a Part 2 violation ticket (Summons) 
for the specified penalty offence. Section 4 of the 
Procedures Regulation, which sets out the factors an 
officer must consider in determining whether it is in the 
public interest to issue a Part 2 ticket, now includes a new 
factor - whether the defendant's operator's licence is an 
out-of-province operator's licence. It also contains a new 
subsection (4) that affirms a peace officer's discretion to 
use other appropriate measures instead of issuing a 
violation ticket. 


IMPORTANT CHANGE: 


e A Part 2 ticket issued in the public interest must require the 
defendant to appear in court unless it was issued because the 
defendant's operator’s licence is an out-of-province licence, in 
which case it may give the defendant the option of voluntarily 
paying the specified penalty. 


PLEASE NOTE: This listing has no legislative sanction and is not 
intended to take the place of the Statutes and Regulations from 
which it is derived. Though all attempts have been made to ensure 


that the listing is accurate and up-to-date, the user is referred to the 
source legislation for purposes of interpreting and applying the 
law. 





e The summarized wording of the particulars of each offence may 
include alternatives. Each pair or group of alternatives is 
identified by a “/”. In addition, a small number of often-used 
words have been abbreviated to conserve space. 


e In accordance with section 10 of the Youth Justice Act, a notice 
is required to be given to the parent of a young person to whom 
a ticket is issued under Part 2 of the Provincial Offences 
Procedure Act 


1. if the ticket requires a mandatory court appearance, 

2. if the ticket is for an offence under the Gaming and Liquor 
Act, or 

3. if the young person fails to make the prescribed voluntary 
payment.
